To the Citizens of Lyndeborough : 

The Superintendent of schools submits the following report: 
“The schools in town, with a few exceptions, have been successful, 
and a good advancement in education has been made during the 
past year. Thoroughness in the branches pursued has been the 
end in view, rather ‘than a show of ele 

Nearly all of the teachers employed have had experience in 
teaching, and were well qualified for the positions they have held. 
The young teachers have had to meet greater difficulties than 
those whose reputation was established at the outset. Children 
usually ‘try the metal of a new instructor, and great firmness and 
decision are necessary at the beginning. However, these new 
teachers have proved themselves good scholars, and with several 
terms’ practice will be very successful in the school room. 

The order in some of the fall schools has not been quite up to 
the standard, while in others it-has been excellent. There are 
unusually good mathematicians in several of the schools in Lynde- 
bor ough 5 ereat interest and emulation have been shown in Arith- 
metic and Algebra. It has been a ea uso to listen to the 
recitations in “History, Geography and Spelling. Although im- 
provement has been made in Grammar and Re: ding, for. some 
reason these two last named studies do not receive the attention 
in our common schools which of necessity belongs to them, ad- 
mitting that, as a rule the scholars are generally deficient in these 
branches more than in others. In one or two districts, which 
might be mentioned, a wonderful gain in reading has been made, 
thus showing what can be accomplished when teachers work in 
the right direction and i inspire an interest in their pupils. Rhe- 
torical exercises at the different examinations have been very 
pleasing. 

There is yet in our schools too much of the text-book instruc- 
tion. Book questions asked, book questions answered. Scholars 
should be trained to think, and express ideas in their own lan- 
guage, upon the different subjects which are presented in their 
books. Education means to call forth thoughts, as well as to 
memorize and store up abstract knowledge, and there should al- 
ways be a strong tendency toward the practical in every study. 
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Before calling your attention to the condition of each school in- 
dividually, a few remarks upon the subject of education seem 
appropriate. | 

Two much emphasis cannot be placed upon the necessity of 
thorough work in our district schools, The future condition of 
many persons depends largely upon early education. Very many of 
the men and women of our towns are not privileged to enjoy the 
benefits of instruction at a high school oracademy; and of those, 
who, after leaving the district school, enter some higher institu- 
tion of learning, if the common branches have been passed over 
in a superficial manner, they must labor under great disadvanta- 
ges through all their school life, if not all the years of their exis- 
tence in this world. How inestimably valuable then is a good 
foundation of knowledge in early years! 

Here, let me briefly mention some of the ways in which parents 
are responsible for the success or failure of a school. First. 
They should as far as possible supply their children with the 
necessary school books before the term begins, and see that their 
attendance at school is constant. But duty does not end here. 
No thorough business man or woman would allow a very difficult 
and important work to be performed without inspection. 

How can parents, then, entrust to a stranger, oftentimes, the 
most delicate and far reaching work imaginable, that of training 
an immortal mind, without an assurance, obtained by frequent 
visits to the school room, that the labor is, or will be, conducted 
in the best manner possible! It spurs a teacher and scholar to 
greater activity to know that their efforts are watched and parents 
are interested in their progress. Neither indeed can the advanee- 
ment of a school always be determined at examination days. It is 
often better to call in a short time before the last days. 

Certainly if there is any thing of which the people of Lynde- 
borough have occasion to be proud, and in which they should 
take the deepest interest, it is the bright faced, active, intelligent 
children found in the different schools, scattered throughout 
the town. 

Second. There can be no surer way of spoiling a school than by 
thoughtless and injudicious criticisms of a teacher before children- 
If parents discover aught displeasing to them let them by no 
means, as they value the education of their children, censure the 
teacher in their presence, or take their children from the school. 
But go to the instructor, discover both sides of the story, in the 
spirit of kindness point out what seems to be wrong, and in nine 
cases out of ten, a kindly feeling will be established between par- 
ents and teacher, and satisfactory results secured. Parents should 
be very careful of depriving their children of school for trifling 
circumstances. Often they little realize the injury they are doing 
their own off$ping when they take them from school. 

There is too much of a spirit of antagonism and lack of confi- 
dence between parents and teachers, whereas, there should be the 
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greatest sympathy and treedom of speech. They should regard 
each other as co-workers mutually interested in the same grand 
results. 

In one respect there is an advantage in boarding round. The 
teacher necessarily meets all of the parents, and a better under- 
standing with more friendliness and encouragement is usually the 
effect. An acquaintance between parents and teacher should be 
early sought. Let not one wait for the other to make the first call. 

A greater responsibility now rests upon the Prudential Com- 
mittee than, perhaps, ever before. Doubtless there has never been 
atime when the supply of teachers so far exceeded the demand 
as at present, when there were so many people out of employment 
crowding into the teachers’ ranks. Never also has there been a 
time when so many experienced teachers could be engaged for 
small schools. Our Normal schools are turning out many recruits 
every year and there is no excuse for hiring a poor teacher. But 
a committee needs to use great discrimination and some effort to 
secure the best teacher for the schools, and unless care is exercised 
in this respect, your schools can not reach the point in excellence 
they ought to attain. 

Let Superintending and Prudential Committees be wholly un- 
influenced by fear, or a feeling of favoritism, and let parents and 
teachers work together in sympathy and there is not areason why 
the district schools of Lyndeborough should not be equal in real 
merit to any town in the State. 

If some of the smaller districts could be harmoniously united, it 
would be an «dvantage to the scholars in several ways. There 
could be longer terms and larger classes, so that teachers could 
make the studies more interesting. 

It is hoped for the credit of the district, as well as for the 
cause of health, education and morals that the school-house in 
district No.3 may be materially improved, before another term 
of school is held in it. It is a shameful fact that the largest 
school in town has the most uncomfortable and unattractive 
school room. If chairs similar to those found in the school house 
in district No. 4 could be put in every school in Lyndeborough, 
it would be a great improvement at moderate expense. 

Finally. I desire to express my heartfelt gratitude to the cit- 
izens of Lyndeborough for the uniform courtesy and respect I 
have received from them; also my appreciation of the kindness 
and affection, manifested to me by the children in the different 
schools. I entered upon the duties of Superintendent with in- 
experience and a limited knowledge of the condition of the 
schools, and doubt not I have made many mistakes for which I 
beg the mantle of charity I sincerely desire that each year may 
witness an improvement upon the errors and defects of the pre- 
ceding years, and that a continual advance in the eternal march 
of progress may be made by the schools of Lyndeborough.

Seconp TErm — Zeacher, Miss Nancy Flint, of Manchester;

19, 


Miss Emerson exerted a quiet, gentle influence in the school 
room, and endeavored to cultivate both the moral and intellectual 
faculties of her pupils. All under her charge seemed obedient, 
and inclined to improvement The singing, recitations of Serip- 
ture texts and of poetry, were a pleasing part of the exercises of 
the scholars. In our judgment a successful term. 

Miss Flint is a thoroughly earnest, progressive teacher. She 
labored untiringly for the school ; her every energy was devoted 
to the work, and the scholars showed at the close of the school 
that she had not spent her strength in vain. She is very practi- 
cal, and made it the aim of her teaching to interest scholars in 
Bali a manner that they would be able to make use of the knowl- 
edge they obtain. It would be of untold benefit to this school 
if the scholars could be under her instruction for many terms. 

Miss Flint taught very acceptably a private school of 22 pupils 
in the fall. |

First Term — Zeacher, Miss Addie Hook, of Stoneham, Mass. ; 
length, 9 weeks; wages, $20; scholars, 16 ; average attend- 
ance, 14. 


Second Term — Veacher, Miss Fannie Coombs of Stoneham ; 
length, 12 weeks; wages, $20; scholars, 19; average sttend- 
ance, 17. 


Miss Hook had never’ taught previously to this term, in No: 
2. But she succeeded in giving satisfaction to the majority of 
those interested in the school. When visited, the school room 
presented a tidy appearance and the scholars, generally, were at- 
tentive to their studies. The exercises at the closing day of 
school were very interesting, especially gymuastics, singing, and 
the recital of the Independence Bell, which was finely given by 
the entire school. All of the classes did well, and it seemed that 
the teacher had not confined her instruction entirely to text-books. 

The practice of teaching was also new to Miss Coombs, who is 
a very good scholar, but would succeed better in a oraded than 
country school. Some progress was made in the different studies, 
especially Reading, History and Geography. One fact was very 
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evident at Examination day, the scholars had not been pre- 
pared particularly for that occasion. The order was not quite sat- 
isfactory and there was a slight lack of enthusiasm in the classes.

Mrs. Cram has had a large éxperience in instructing the schools 
of her own town, and has succeeded better than teachers generally 
who attempt this. A great amount of patience was displayed in 
both summer and fall terms, in the care of so many small chil- 
dren One excellence of Mrs. Cram’s teaching is thoroughness. 
There are some very bright, apt scholars in this school, and they 
gained a good understanding of studies pursued. It is impossible 
for any teacher to maintain the order that is desirable, when 
fifty scholars are crowded into an apartment, of such limited space 
that three or four are obliged to occupy the same seat. In the 
Roll of Honor for the fall term are the names of Myrtie Put- 
nam, Clintie Emery, Addie Marshall, Ada Smith, Freddie Moore, 
Harley Emery, Roy Putnam, and Willie Gibney. 

Third Term.—Mr. Fred B. Richards, teacher. School not closed. 
Scholars are apparently interested in their studies and an im-

The summer term of school seemed to have been a happy, 
pleasant and profitable season for teacher and scholars. Order 
excellent, marked improvement in all studies. The little class in 
Grammar which Miss Curtis had instructed orally did remarkably 
well. The school room in this district is very pleasant and con- 
venient. mma Griffiths and Lizzie Griftiths were not absent 
through: the term. | 
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Was unable to be present at the examination of fall term, but 
from all accounts and an examination a short time before the close 
judge that it was equally profitable with the summer. The tw 
oldest boys in school made wonderful progress in their studies.

First Tersc— Teacher, Miss Eva Fletcher of Greenfield, N. H.; 
length, 11 weeks; wages, $10; scholars, 17; average attend-

Sreconp Term.— Teacher, Miss Sarah McLane of New Boston, 
N.H.; length, 14 weeks; wages, $23; scholars, 21; ‘average at- 
tendance, 14 111-136. 


A serious hinderance to the success of the summer term was 
the feeble health of the teacher. The absence of Miss Fletcher, 
for two weeks, occasioned by sickness at the middle of the term, 
was very unfortunate. The scholars lost their interest in a great 
measure. Examination day revealed a lack of thoroughness in the 
studies. The scholars replied to questions in an undertone, 
exceedingly unpleasant to the ear. We doubt not if Miss Fletcher 
had been stronger physically, the school would have been more 
successful. 

Miss McLane is a live, wide-awake teasher, and succeeded in 
arousing considerable enthusiasm in the school. There was won 
derful improvement in order. Answers to the general questions 
in Geography and History by the small children were very inter- 
esting. Good advancement in all branches, The teacher adopted 
the method of sending weekly reports to the parents, of the deport- 
ment and recitations ofeach pupil, and it proved quite a stimulus 
to effort. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


First Term.— Teacher, Miss Grace Crosby of Milford, N. H.; 
length, 7 weeks; wages, $22; scholars, 15; average attendance, 14. 


Sreconp Term.—Miss Julia Dodge of New Boston, N. H.? 
length, 11 weeks ; wages, $26; scholars, 18; average attendance, 17 


Miss Crosby had taught this school the preceding year, a com- 
pliment to her ability as instructor. A good degree of proficiency 
in all studies was attained. General questions in Geography, 
Grammar and History were readily answered. Exercises upon the 
sounds of letters was one secret of the improvement in reading. 
The order was good. The teacher infused much of her own energy 


and enthusiasm into the minds of her pupils. Carrie Batchelder, 
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Josie Hutchinson and Julia Powers did not whisper during the 
term. Carrie Batchelder, George Batchelder and Mary Powers 
misspelled only one word during the term. 

Miss Dodge, who has taught many terms, succeeded admirably 
in this school. ‘Che scholars in several respects, viz., their prompt- 
ness in recitations, their clear and distinet pronunciation, and in the 
matter of reading, will take the lead of any schoolin town. There 
was a model at the examination. Perfect order; recitations above 
the average; dialogues and declamations commendable. Two, 
(whose names I have not) did not miss a word in spelling. 
Several missed only one word.

length, 8 weeks; wages, $20; scholars, 21; average attendance, “19. 


Seconp Term — Teacher, Miss Annie Kayes of Concord, N. H. ; 
length, 10 weeks; wages, $20; scholars, 28; average attendance, 25. 


Neatness and order were prominent features of the school under 
Mrs. Perham’s care. Mrs. P. is an excellent disciplinarian, and 
after the withdrawal of one unruly boy, there seemed to be perfect 
harmony between teacher and scholars. When this is the case a 
school can not fail of success.
